The treaty of between the Pow-
ers involved in the recent European war
bas been definitely eoucluded, and we
are thus enabled to review the important
changes wbich it hus produced in the
map of Europe. Brief as the late war
nies of Europe it by lar exceeds auy
occurrence since the Lougress of Vienna
in 1815,

The countries engaged in the war were
Prussia, Austrix, Italy, and the Germauic
Confederation, numbering Wgether about
95,000,000 of people. ‘T'he Just named Of
these Puwers, exclusive of the proviuces
of Anst in #nd Prussis, numbered about
18 500,000 oubitants, has been totully
destroyed. Nominally, 8 South German
Confederation has been lett, to be com-
posed of Basvaria, Wartemberyg, Baden,
and part ot Hesse-D.rwstadt, and nom-
bering ut preseut about 8,500,000 mhabi-
tunis. but popular dissatislaction with

this arrangemeut is already spreading
with great rapidity ip the very States
which ure to consuuute the Confederi-
100, and nothing but a for«isn wac wi.ve
able to repress the tendency toward
anion with the Nurth German States,
under the leadersuip of Prussia. 1t way
be suid therefore that of the four political
bodies sbove-usmed, two—Prussia and
the minor German States—have been
unitéd, and Prussia, or Germusuy (0r by
whatever other pame the ncw Ewpire
muy be known), Wil henceforth repre-
seut in Earopesn politics the combiued
strength of both. The aggregate popu-
lation of Prussia and the winor German
States excceds 38,000,000 wsnd united

aunex Hanover, Nussau, Hesse-Cissel

All the
excellent features of Prassinn administra-
tion, which during the recent war challen-
ged the admiration of the world, will at
ounce be shared by the minor States wh.ch
coalesce with Prussiaj and no doubt can
therefore be felt as to the great strength
which the Prussian Ggvernment cun
henceforth display in European polisics.
Italy was before the war a e of
about 22,000,000 people. By the treaty
of pence, it receives Venetia, which ac-
cordiug to the latest census, had a popn-
lation of 2 446,058, The withdrawal of
the French troops from Rome makes it,
moreover, highly probable that the
Roman question will soon be solved by
the annexation of the remainder of the
Panal States, with a population of abont
700,000, to the Kingdom of Italy. The
Italian Kingdom will then becomen
gnwer of over 25,000,000 inhabitants..
hus the national unity of Italy is near-
v complete. Austria bas still about
£00.000 subjects who speak the Italian
Iangnaga, and are Italinns in sentiment.
Switzetland has an Italian canfon
(Tessin) with a population of 116,000,
France still owns the Island of Corsica,
whioh iy predominantly Italian; bnt al-
together, these districts connt less than
1,000,000 inhabitants. The Nutional |
party of Italy will not abandon the wish
to regain all these districts for the Italian
pationality; bat it can hardly be exPec-
ted tha an agitation like that for the
annexation of Venica and Rome can

ean henceforth devote their whole energy
to the eonsolidation of the Kingdom, the
improvement of its wretched~financial
condition, and the development of all its
reSONTeeR. . -

Anstria retains, after the lors of Vene-
tia. a population of about 32,200.000—
folly enongh to guarantee her continu-
ance as a great power. The conflict of
its discordant nationalities rages as furi-
ously as ever. Venetia, has been aban-
doned; but enongh Italians sti'l remain
Austrian snl J-cts to tempt I' iy to join
in every combination agninst f.ustria by
which she may get the Sonthern Tyrol,
Trieste, and other Italian
w already & movement has
sprung np among the Anstrian Germans
which aims at a separation of the German
Provinces from Anstria aud their union
with Prussia. This movement may soon
become more” embarrassing to the Ans-
trian Government than the Venetian
question has ever been. The reluctant
concessions of Liberal reforms to the
Hungarians can but add new fuel to the
internal conflict. The peace of Prague
can. therefore, not be expected to be of
long duration. Anstria, at Aoy mement
ripe for insurreciion and revolation;
Prussis and Italy, deeply interested in
another partition of Anstria; France,
determined to risk a desperate war to
revent the consummation of the politieal
unity of all Germans nnder the leadership

attitude ‘of the great Powers of the Eu-
ropean Continent.
